STINGERS DEFEAT MCGILL AND YALE 


Men's Hockey Update: The Stingers had victories over McGill (3-2) and Yale (5-3) anda 
loss to Dartmouth (4-0) during the week. Concordia was led by second year forward Mark 
Davidson (Lachute, Que.) against the Redmen. The former John Abbott College Islander scored 
a natural hat-trick for the Stingers. In the victory over Yale, third-year captain Richard 
Laplante (Boucherville, Que.) tallied one goal and three assists to lead the team to victory. 
Three Stinger rookies had their first career goals against Yale. Defenseman Pierre 
Bouthillier (Granby, Que.) had two goals, while forwards Steve Sonoski (Brampton, Ont.) 
and Danny Desabrais (Quyon, Que.) had their first markers. 


This Week: Concordia travels to southern Ontario for games against Windsor (Nov. 10) and 
Western (Nov. 11). 


The Records: The Stingers have a 0-2-1 record against the Windsor Lancers and are 0-3 
against the Mustangs since 1975. 


Last Week: The maroon and gold are now one game under .500 with a 4-5-3 record. The loss 
against Dartmouth was only their second in six games against the Big Green. Rookie goaltender 
Dale Betts played the first two periods against Dartmouth allowing all four goals. 1988-89 
0.U.A.A. All-star goaltender Robert Desjardins (Verdun, Que.) stopped 14 shots against 
Dartmouth and 36 versus the Bulldogs. The Stingers played with four rookie defensemen for the 
entire game against Yale.

10 goals and 16 assists in 12 games. He is now tied for ninth (191 points) on the Stingers’ 
All-time scoring list with Donnie Morris (1972-76). Laplante needs 16 points to catch

STINGERS TO FACE NCAA (DIY. 1) TEAMS VERMONT AND U. OF D.C. 


Men's Basketball Update: The Stingers hosted the 24th Annual Centennial Basketball 
Tournament last weekend. They defeated the U.P.E.1. Panthers 92-89 in their first game before 
losing to U.B.C. 118-89. Senior forward Nick Arvanitis (Montreal, Que.) led the Stingers 
with 23 points and a career-high 16 rebounds against U.P.E.1. Third-year guard Michael 
Cohee (Montreal, Que.) netted 20 points in game one and had a team-high 17 points against 
U.B.C. Arvanitis finished with 32 points and 22 rebounds in the two games. He was named to the 
Tournament All-star team for the third straight year. These were the first two games of the 
season for the Stingers while the U.B.C. Thunderbirds improved their record to 8-0 in the 
pre-season. 


This Week: The Stingers play N.C.A.A. Division | teams Yermont and District of Columbia. On 
Friday they travel to Yermont to play the Catamounts.
